God," were .the words that' fell from 
the lips of Mary J. Lingafelter when 
Judge Campbell called her to the bar 
at 4:30 Friday evening and asked if 
she had aught to say why sentence 
should not be passed upon her for 
the crime of aiding and abettting a 
forgery of which she was convicted In 
the Coshocton county Common Pleas 
court, when he case was tried. The 
judge then sentenced her to three 
years at hard labor in the Ohio pen- 
itentiary without 
solitary 
confine- 


ment. 


The case came up in the afternoon 


on argument of the motion for a new 
trial. 
The defendant's 
attorneys 


made their pleas on two propositions, 
first that the weight of evidence was 
insufficient and second that there is 
no law in the state of Ohio making 
an accessory after the fact in offenses 
of this kind liable to indictment and 
punishment. This point was strongly 
argued ad it will be the proposition 
upon which the case will be carried 
•to the State Supreme court. 


The motion for a new trial having 


been overruled and the prisoner sen- 
tenced she was delivered into the cus- 
tody of Sheriff Browning 
and 
was 


last night for the first time since the 
bank: failure, May,'1904, a prisoner 
behind .the bars of 
the 
Coshocton 


county jail. Her attorneys requested 
that she be allowed her freedom un- 
der her-former bond until they could 
get thecase in-to the Circuit court 
and secure a suspension of sentence. 
This'the court refused to allow. The 
'defense was given 15 days in which 
•to make their appeal and bond to the 
Circuit court was fixed at $2,000. 
Attorney Smythe at once set out for 
the home of Judge Donahue 
and 


hopes for a "hearing of the matter in 
chambers and if successful, Mrs. L-in- 
gafelter will be released on bond by 
Monday. 


In passing sentence, Judge Camp- 


bell said: 
"The 
courts 
are often 


called upon to perform disagreeable 
duties and pass through trying or- 
deals. In all my work on the bench 
this is the hordest duty I have ever 
been called to perform. 
I think I 


can say that I have been free from 
bias in trying this case and I can say 
now I feel disposed to give the de- 
fendant all the clemency the law will 
allow. This family was truly highly 
respected and the 
wife and mother 


has many friends. 
"While'both may 


to an extent be the victims of circum- 
stances and environment, yet 
they 


hve been caught in the meshes of the 
law, and their fate is now beyond the 
•control-of the court. .What I said at 
sentencing the husband, I repeat 
here, that it is not the length of time 
in the penitentiary that weighs, but 
the fact of being 
charged with 
a 


crime and found guilty. 
I will say 


to the defendant lawyers that no one 
man more gladly than I will reccelve 
the opinion of a higher court on the 
verdict in this case."

The block sheet at Lawyers bears 


out this claim. The sheets at both 
offices show that the operator at Ran- 
goon asked Lawyers for a clear track 
for No. 37, the Washington and South- 
western vestibuled limited, and the 
Lawyers operator, not knowing No. 33 
was in the block, gave No. 37 the right 
of way at 6:14 o'clock and No. 37 
passed Rangoon at that time. If Mat-
